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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method and system for reliable user authentication. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of " comparing said second 
circumstantial data to said stored first circumstantial data and assigning a level of trust 
to said second user ". The closest prior art, Wood et al (6,691 ,232), discloses a 
conventional system for authenticating users fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious.
